The  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  receives  an  annual  contribution 
thorn  the  Council  and,  by  virtue  of  this,  cases  referred  from 
the  clinics  are  attended  to  but  it  has  been  found  that  some 
cases  of  children  below  school  age  have  failed  to  be  received 
into  the  wards  ard  have  consequently  been  admitted  to  Llandough 
Hospital,  either  at  the  cost  . of  the  parent,  or,. in 

certain  necessitous  eases,  at  the  cost  of. the  District  Council. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  in  these  cases  is  heavy.

Maternity  Services . 

-i.nte  and  Post  Natal  Clinics  arc  held  in  the  School-room  of 
the  Tabernacle  Methodist  Chapel,  Merthyr  Road,  Whitchurch, 
each  week:  the  attendances  have  been  good. 

As  mentioned  in  r.y  last  year’s  Report,  plans  for  a new 
Central  Clinic  had  'been  prepared  and  approval  was  obtained. 
Unfortunately  war  was  declared  and  the  scheme  was  consequently 
held  up. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
at  Dinas  Powis  on  the  22nd  June,  1930  and  the  Clinic  should  have 
been  completed  by  the  30th  November  of  that  year.  Here  again,  how- 
ewer,  there  was  delay  due  to  the  war,  as  a result  of  which  the 
Clinic  was  not  opened  until  the  3rd  January,  1940.  No  official 
opening  took  place. 

The  building  is  of  an  attractive  design,  well  lighted  and 
consists  of  waiting  room,  weighing  room,  undressing  cubicles, 
consulting  room,  small  kitchen,  food  store,  staff  and  patient 
lavatories,  and  perambulator  shelters  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 
The  heating  is  by  means  of  electric  fires  let  into  the  walls.  Hot 
water  is  supplied  by  means  of  an  immersion  apparatus  in  the 
cylinder,  while  in  the  kitchen  there  is  a 5-gallon  < lectrical 
water  heater. 

The  new  Clinic  should  be  a source  of  encouragement  to  all 
concerned  and  ante  and  post  natal  examinations  will  now  be 
available  for  the  mothers  in  the  area. 

The  attendances  at  the  Whitchurch  and  Rhoose  I ntc  and  Pest 
Natal  Clinics  have  totalled  570.

A number  of  patients  ask  for  appointments  to  be  made  and,  when 
requested  to  attend  fail  to  do  so  presumably  because  the  original 
pain  which  caused  them  to  ask  for  treatment  has  disappeared  - only, 
no  doubt,  to  return  at  a later  date.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  issued,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a 
survey  of  all  the  sources  of  public  water  supplies  in  the  Council’s 
District  was  made  by  the  Surveyor  and  myself.  These  sources  included 
public  reservoirs,  public  wells,  springs  and  private  mains  supplies. 

A system  of  sampling  each  supply  every  quarter  was  put  into  operation, 
commencing  during  the  month  of  April,  samples  being  taken  for  bacter- 
iological examination  at  each  source;  of  supply  and,  where  it  was 
thought  necessary,  samples  were  also  taken  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
results  of  these  tests  wore  recorded  in  a joint  report  with  your 
Surveyor  and  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  each  quarter.  A total 
of  145  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  115  being  submitted  for 
bacteriological  and  30  for  chemical  analysis.

The  two  private  wells  shown  as  contaminated  under  (d)  wore  at 
(l)  Llanvithyn  Mill,  Llancarfan,  and  (2)  Rudry  Road,  Lisvane.  A mains 
stand  post  was  provided  in  case  (l)  and  (2)  was  a sample  taken  of  a 
source  at  present  unused  but  which,  it  was  suggested,  might  be  used  in 
connection  with  an  Agricultural  Housing  Scheme 

Reports  of  evidence  of  contamination  shown  under  headings  (a), 

(b)  or  (c)  resulted  in  any  necessary  work/  cinw  carried  out  and  householders 
on  the  supply  concerned  advised  to  boil  water  used  for  drinking  purposes 
until  satisfactory  rosults  were  obtained. 

Samples  reported  as  "fairly  satisfactory"  or  "of  moderate  bacterial 
purity"  were  investigated  and  followed  up  by  repeat  samples  being  taken. 
Notice  boards  bearing  the  words'  "Unfit  for  Drinking"  were  erected  on  the 
sites  of  eighteen  wells  in  the  District  where  reports  indicated  that  the 
supply  was  not  satisfactory.  In  each  of  the  villages  ‘Where  these  wells  are 
situated,  water  is  available  from  the  public  mains’  supply. 

The  provision  of  the  pump in ; station,  new  6"  main  and  new  storage 
tank  to  afford  a high  level  supply  to  Radyr  was  completed  during  the  year, 
the  official  opening  taking  place  on  the  22nd  June. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  GEANR.  GE . 

Tho  schemes  nf  sewerage  for  tho  parishes  of  Van,  St.  Andrews  (Sully 
Rond) , -Gwae-lodygarth,  Pcntyr.cb  and  Or ©igGa^. -have' Veen  postponed  owing 
to  war  conditions . The  St.  Andrews  (Sully  Road)  Scheme  had  advanced  to 
the  stage  of  consideration  of  the  draft  agreement  between  the  Pcnarth 
and  Parry  authorities. 

j thorough  overhaul  and.  renewal  of  treatment  works  dealing  with  the 
sewage  from  Glyn  Cory,  St.  Nicholas,  was  effected.  Samples  havo  since 
shown  the  effluent  to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  before  and  after  treatment  were  also  taken  at  the  National 
Council  of  Social  Services  Camp,  FcrtJikerry.  The  results  indicated  that 
the  treatment  works  required  repairs  and  notice  was  served  for  this  to 
be  done . 

RIVERS  AND  S TREAMS . 

..ction  was  taken  in  respect,  of  two  cases  of  pollution.  In  one  case, 
pollution  of  a stream  forming  the  boundary  between  the  Caerphilly 
Urban  District  Council  and  your  Area,  caused  by  a distillation  plant 
was  the  subject  of  collaboration  between  your  officers  and  those  of 
the  Caerphilly  U.D.C.  A considerable  improvement  was  effected  and  no 
complaints  have  since  been  received. 

In  the  other  case,  drainage  from  piggeries  was  polluting  an  adjoining 
watercourse  and  notice  was  served  and  complied  with,  for  the  provision 
of  cesspools. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION . 

There  have  been  no  new  schemes  or  extensions  of  sewerage  and  there  has 
been  therefore  no  substantial  change  from  the  conservancy  to  the  water 
carriage  system.  The  rural  portion  and  some  of  the  larger  hamlets 
continue  to  be  served  by  pail  closets  and  cesspools. 

PUBLIC  cle; using . 

No  important  extensions  of  scavenging  have  been  made,  and  arrangements 
remain  the  same  as  those  of  last  year,  twenty -two  contracts  having  boon 
entered  into  with  private  contractors.  Collections  at  Rhiwbina  and  part 
of  Whitchurch  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  freighter. 

Cesspools  situated  in  the  parishes  of  Lisvane,  Radyr , Whitchurch,  St. 
Andrews,  Penmark  and  Porthkerry  arc  also  cleansed  periodically  by  con- 
tractors on  behalf  of  the  Council,  and  140  wore  cleansed  during  the  year. 

Two  minor  improvements  in  public  cleansing  were  the  emptying  of  pail 
closets  and  collection  of  household  refuse  at  the  Council  Reuses,  Cefn 
Mably  and  the  bi-weekly  cleansing  of  earth  closets  at  Wernddu  Terrace, 

Van.  As  the  result  of  the  provision  of  an  access  road,  the  latter  exten- 
sion involved  no  extra  charge  by  the  Contractor. 

CAMPING  SITES . 

Seven  sites  were  used  for  camping  in  the  Area,  throe  of  which  were 
licenced  under  Town  Planning  provisions.  Laverno^k  Camp  was  tho  only  one 
of  any  appreciable  size  and  the  sanitary  arrangements,  water  supply  and 
refuse  collection  were  satisfactory.  Tho  other  camps  were  of  short  duration 
only,  and  licences  under  the  Public  Health  A.ot  could  not  be  required. 

Camping  at  the  latter  part  of  the  season  was  considerably  restricted 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

Complaints  were  ma.de  during  the  year  of  the  emission  of  grit  from  the 
Aberthaw  Cement  Works.  I visited  the  works  to  examine  the  steps  taken  to 
arrest  dust  and  grit  and  also  communicated  with  the  Factories  Inspector 
from  whom  I learned  that  certain  apparatus  was  being  installed  and  that 
tests  were  to  be  made.  Observations  hove  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
made  on  the  stacks  of  the  works. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

A total  of  17  houses  have  been  disinfested,  12  of  which  were  Council 
houses  and  5 private.  In  13  cases  spraying  was  used  and  in  the  remaining 
four,  gaseous  methods  of  disinfestation  .were  employed. 

SCHOOLS . 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  any  of  the 
schools  during  the  past  year  and  regular  visits  have  been  paid  by  your 
Inspectors.  I have  paid  several  visits  to  schools  for  examination  of 
children  for  the  detection  of  carriers.  Llancarfan  Council  School  was 
disinfected  throughout,  owing  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurring  in  children  attending  this  school.  Precautions  as  set  out  in  the 
Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1927,  arc  taken  to 
check  the  spread  of  infectious  diseaso.

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busing . 


During  the  year,  33  houses  have  been  reported  with  a view  to  action 
being  taken  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  A total  of  65  houses  have 
been  reconditioned,  72  have  been  demolished  (of  which  52  were,  included 
in  Clearance  Areas  ) while  a further  10  have  been  put  cut  of  use  for 
human  habitation.  This  leaves  10"  properties  which  hrvc  been  the  subject 
of  action,  tut  where  the  final  stare  of  reconditioning,  demolition  or 
putting  out  of  use  has  not  been  achieved.  In  some  of  these  cases,  the 
Council  have  permitted  the  house  to  remain  occupied  during  the  lifetime 
of  the  present  occupier  owing  to  the  individual  circumstances,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  property  will  not  be  relet  upon  its  vacation. 

The  demolition  of  certain  individually  unfit  properties  still  presents 
some  difficulties  in  the  absence  of  a legal  definition  of  "demolition." 

The  outbreak  of  war  and  subsequent  Ministry  of  Health  communications 
with  respect  to  the  preservation  of  existing  dwellings  has  severely 
curtailed  housing  activities  and  for  the  time  being  progress  of  the 
programme  has  been  postponed  insofar  as  the  classification  of  new 
properties  is  concerned.

Inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Close  supervision  has  been  exercised  over  the  production  of  milk  in  the 
Area  and  that  this  has  teen  improved  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  producers 
who  now  hold  licences  to  produce  graded  milk.  There  arc  at  present  58 
Accredited  producers  and  16  T.T. producers  licenced  by  the  County  Council 
and  within  the  Council’s  Area.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND ■ CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  Report,  the  No.  2 block  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  was  converted  into  four  cuticles.  The  alteration  has  considerably 
added  to  the  facilities  for  the  isolation  of  particular  diseases. 

The  hot  v/ater  supply  in  the  Nurses'  Home  was  found  to  he  inadequate  for 
the  needs  of  the  Staff  and  two  new  cylinders  were  added  which  were  heated 
vy  means  of  immersion  heaters. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  213  as 
against  170  f^r  1S3S,  of  which  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  76,  as  against 
101  for  the  previous  year,  and  Diphtheria  65  as  aginst  32.  Two  cases  of 
Cercbro-Spinal  Meningitis  were  notified. 

Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria . 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Clinics 
and  in  the  Infant  Department  of  some  schools  during  the  year.  The  prophylactic 
used  has  been  A.P.T.  supplied  by  Messrs.  Eurroughs  Wellcome  L Co.,  the  two 
injection  method  being  used.

In  addition,  31  infants  and  13  school  children  received  one  injection. 

In  all,  395  injections  were  carried  out.

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The  ratio  of  non -notified  tubercolosis  deaths  to  total  tubercolosis 
deaths  is  very  snail.  Micro  a practitioner  notifies  a death  from 
Tuheroolosis  and  the  case  had  not  teen  previously  notified,  he  is  com- 
municated with  and  asked  to  submit  an  explanation,  and  in  the  few  cases 
where  this  has  occurred,  the  practitioner  has  usually  given  as  his  reason 
the  fact  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  the  case  had  already  been 
notified.
